1.  That  the  bolk-head  of  the  round-house  be  placed  on  the 
heam  immediately  before  the  mizen-mast. 
.  That  the  wh^l  be  placed  within  one  foot  of  the  bulk* 
head;  except  in  those  ships  where  tlie  accommodation 
ladder  is  abaft  the  wheel,  and  that,  in  that  case,  the 
wheel  be  not  more  than  two  feet  eight  inches  from  the  buUct 
head. 

That  the  round-house  deek  be  not  brought   more  than  . 
tfva  &et  and  a  half  before  the  fore-part  of  tlie  wheel,  to  shelter 
the  men  at  the  helm ;  and  that  no  cabin,  inctosure,  or  pro*, 
jcction  wlwtever,  be  built  under  the  round-house  deck  be- 
fore the  bulk-head.
